MORE JOBS WANTED 
Unemp loy ment is going down, hap p ily , but there still are 
many p eop le out of work. George Hagedom, Director of 
Research for the National Association of Manufacturers, 
to ld the Joint Economic Committee of Congress this week 
that this rep resents human p roblems, and additionally is a 
lo g s to the nation because we are losing the contributions to 
the national p roduction that these p eop le are eager to make. 
Mr. Hagedom had some p articularly interesting com­ 
ments to make on the bug-a-boo of automation. He p ointed 
out that we alway s hav e had technological imp rov ement in 
the U.S., and old jobs constantly hav e been abolished. 
But in the p ast, our economic growth has p roduced enough 
new and better jobs so that unemp loy ment has not resulted. 
It isn’t eno ug h to know why a man has lost his job, Mr. 
Hag edo m said. ‘To comp lete the p icture we need to know 
why he has not found a new one.” 
And so he came to the crucial question of how jobs come 
into being. Ev ery rv w job that is created is the result of 
someone’s decision that a p rofit can be made by inv esting 
in p lant and equip ment, and hiring someone to op erate it. 
When the climate for p rofits is good, many such indiv id­ 
uals make many such decisions. When it is bad, few do. 
The climate of p rofit op p ortunity should be good now. 
Much of the world is more p rosp erous than ev er before, 
p ersonal income is high in the United States, and the mar­ 
ket for goods and serv ices of all kinds should be v ast. 
But some factors blacken the p rofit op p ortunity p icture. 
One, of course, is the rap id rise of costs, which errodes 
p rofits. The other is the income tax rate structure in the 
U.S. 
Mr. Hagedorn p ointed out that income tax reform along 
the lines o f the Herlong-Baker bills would allow’ tax p ay ers 
to sav e more, and hence inv est more—which w’ill make more 
jo bs.

It was 
defeated. 
Robert Kennedy is much inter­ 
ested in the p rotection of witness­ 
es. He recalls that during the 
Senate hearings 
on racket inv a­ 
sion of labor there were those 
who dev elop ed bad cases of lock­ 
jaw after they were contacted by 
his p robers. 
Right now, no p rosp ectiv e wit­ 
ness in a federal inv estigation can 
be p rotected by the FBI until he 
or she is subp oenaed. Thus, when 
an agent or Justice Dep t, attor­ 
ney merely seeks out p otential 
witness 
to determine what they 
know, the neighborhood mob gets 
wind of the p robe. 
Frequently the hoods mov e in 
right after the inv estigating agent 
has mov ed on to rep ort to his su­ 
p eriors.

If warranted, 
this p rotection should be p ossible, 
Kennedy feels, as soon as a fed­ 
eral agency or grand jury shows 
interest in questioning or sum­ 
moning someone. In cracking the 
industrial rackets as well as the 
billion dollar organized criminal 
sy ndicate, this would be worth a 
div ision of shock troop s. 
Sometimes there is no real sub­ 
stitute for wire tap p ing in break­ 
ing these mobs, the attorney gen­ 
eral believ es. He will ask for such 
p ower for use under federal court 
order.

Mr. Hagedorn had some particularly interesting com­ 
ments to make on the bug-a-boo of automation. He pointed 
out that we always have had technological improvement in 
the U.S., and old jobs constantly have been abolished. 
But in the past, our economic growth has produced enough 
new and better jobs so that unemployment has not resulted. 
It isn’t enough to know why a man has lost his job, Mr. 
Hagedom said. “To complete the picture we need to know 
why he has not found a new one.” 
And so he came to the crucial question of how jobs come 
into being. Every rvw job that is created is the result of 
someone’s decision that a profit can be made by investing 
in plant and equipment, and hiring someone to operate it.

Much of the world is more prosperous than ever before, 
personal income is high in the United States, and the m ar­ 
ket for goods and services of all kinds should be vast.

Right now, no prospective wit­ 
ness in a federal investigation can 
be protected by the FBI until he 
or she is subpoenaed. Thus, when 
an agent or Justice Dept, attor­ 
ney 
merely seeks out potential 
witness 
to determine what 
they 
know, the neighborhood mob gets 
wind of the probe. 
Frequently the hoods move in 
right after the investigating agent 
has moved on to report to his su­ 
periors.

now seeks a law which would per­ 
mit federal protection

Unemployment is going down, happily, but there still are 
many people out of work. George Hagedom, Director of 
Research for the National Association of Manufacturers, 
told the Joint Economic Committee of Congress this week 
that this represents human problems, and additionally is a 
loss to the nation because we are losing the contributions to 
the national production that these people are eager to make. 
Mr. Hagedom had some particularly interesting com­ 
ments to make on the bug-a-boo of automation. He pointed 
out that we always have had technological improvement in 
the U.S., and old jobs constantly have been abolished. 
But in the past, our economic growth has produced enough 
new and better jobs so that unemployment bas not resulted. 
It isn’t enough to know why a man has lost his job, Mr. 
Hagedom said. T o complete the picture we need to know 
why he has not found a new one.” 
And so he came to the crucial question of how jobs come 
Into being. Every ivw job that is created is the result of 
someone’s decision that a profit can be made by investing 
in plant and equipment, and hiring someone to operate it. 
W'hen the climate for profits is good. many such individ­ 
uals make many such decisions. When it is bad, few do. 
The climate of profit opportunity should be good now. 
Much of the world is more prosperous than ever before, 
personal income is high in the United States, and the mar­ 
ket for goods and services of all kinds should be vast. 
But some factors blacken the profit opportunity picture. 
One, of course, is the rapid rise of costs, which errodes 
profits. The other is the income tax rate structure in the 
U.S. 
Mr. Hagedom pointed out that income tax reform along 
the lines of the Heriong-Baker bills would allow taxpayers 
to save more, and hence invest more— which will make more 
jobs. And even a small reduction in corporate income taxes 
would make investment more attractive. If we want more 
jobs, we will have to act to create them, and this is a way 
it can be done.

doing busine.*, swith his own pri­ 
vately owned shipping companies. 
Significantly, two of these com­ 
panies. Kaiser and Utah Construc­ 
tion, showed the pattern of busi­ 
ness links McCone has kept with 
his old associates and war profit­ 
eers. McCone was president and 
a partner with Henry Kaiser and 
associates in running toe Califor­ 
nia Shipbuilding Company during 
toe war when they rolled an in­ 
vestment of $100,000 into an over 
all profit of $44,000,000. 
Later, when he was under sec­ 
retary of toe Air Force, McCone 
gave his old partner a quickie 
flying boxcar contract at three

lined up behind the governor. 
Gov. Dalton has said that among I 
reasons for his full support of the 
plan for sharing the two cent in-1 
crease “ is the obvious advantage 
it gives to rural roads.” He adds 
that “of course, the program will 
ai.^o help our cities, 
large and , 
sm all, all of them with pressing 
^reet construction and m aintenan­ 
ce problems ” 
Two farm organizations so far 
have indicated all - out support 
They are the Missouri Farm Bur­ 
eau and the Missouri F arm ers As­ 
sociation. In this respect, one wag 
i.* being widely quoted as saying. 
“ If both the F arm Bureau and the 
MFA get behind 
a proposal, 
it 
must be good. ' The two farm or­ 
ganizations do not always see eye- 
to-eye as perhaps you know. 
The Farm Bureau w as one of the 
earliest supporters of the sharing 
plan and has called it 
a 
“ last 
chance for county roads.” The or­ 
ganization has pointed out that by 
sharing in the state tax , counties 
ill get about three million dollars 
m ore a biennium than they do 
now under the King Road program , j 
And the Farm Bureau along with 
many other close observers of the 
state legislative picture warns that 
eventually King Road money likely \ 
will be hard to get. So it feels the 
sharing 
proposal vital to rural . 
roads. 
The MFA lists four reasons for 
support. First, the plan will con­ 
stitutionally guarantee state aid for 
county roads; second, it will con­ 
stitutionally guarantee needed ad­ 
ditional funds for city streets; third 
it will provide needed additional 
funds to expand and im prove state 
highways, including adequate brid­ 
ges on farm - to - m arket roads, 
and, fourth, it will constitutionally 
guarantee the refund of taxes paid 
by farm ers and others on gasoline 
not used on highways, roads or 
streets.

liquid pregame meal, tried 
out by the University of Nebraska 
football players, today was report­ 
ed to have improved their physical 
capabilities. 
Results of the tests were reported 
by Kenneth D. Rose. M.D., chief 
of laboratory and medical research 
University Health Serivce, Paul J. 
Schneider, h e a d trainer, deoart- 
tuent of athletics, and George F. 
Sullivan, R.P.T., assistant trainer, 
Lincoln, Neb., in the current Jour­ 
nal of the American Medical Asso 
ciation. 
The authois reported that the 
p 1 a \ e r s 
showed 
“ improved’’ 
strength andendurance on the pre­ 
game liquid regimen. 
“ Even in defeat they were the 
first ones off the ground after the 
play.” they .>aid. “ This was parti­ 
cularly noticeable during the final 
quarter of the games." 
During the fall practice session, 
the liquid meal wa* eaten upon 
arising and again at noon by most 
of the regular varsity players. On 
the day the 10 varsity games were 
played, the liquid meal was taken 
at 10:30 in the morning after a 
breakfast of toast, honey and sliced 
peaches. 
A w ater solution containing salt 
also was 
permitted 
with 
some 
moderation 
during 
practice 
and 
games to replace salt lost through 
perspiration. After the game, the 
players had a steak dinner. 
Initially, there were some com­ 
plaints of hunger, 
the 
au.hors 
said, but when the players become 
acquainted with the diet and after 
the addition of the toast and peach­ 
es, this problem was resolved. Be­ 
fore the fifth game, they said, 51

of players polled voted to remain 
on the liquid meal, giving as their 
reason “ a general sense of im­ 
proved well being." 
The most important benefit of 
the 
liquid 
meal 
regimen, 
the 
author* said, was the elimination 
of pregame nausea, a common oc­ 
currence among athletes as a re 
slut of game tension following a 
solid mean, liquids leave the sto 
mac innediately, they said, and 
with the stomach empty, nausea 
and vomiting cease. 
Solids must be converted to li­ 
quid or semiliquid before they eva­ 
cuate the stomach, the authors said 
and emotional tension can delay 
this process. 
X ray studies indicated that di­ 
gestion of the liquid meal would be 
completed prior to 
game 
time, 
they said. This meant that the mus­ 
cular activity of the game was not 
in 
conflict 
with 
digestion, 
they 
said. 
Simultaneous demands upon the 
body's blood supply b.v digestion 
and activity compromises either 
one or both of these functions, the 
authors said. Either digestion is 
increased or halted, or muscular 
efficiency ts decreased, they siad. 
In i itlier event, 
they 
said, 
the 
presence of food in the stomach is 
detrimental. 
The occasional occurrences of ab­ 
dominal, generalized or localized 
muscular cramps among football 
players 
also was eliminated 
in 
players on the liquid regimen, ac­ 
cording to the Journal report. 
This was attributed to the avail 
ability of an adequate supply of 
blood to nourish the muscles and 
salt replacemnt during the game. 
“ It appears that a liquid, calorie- 
rich pregame meal is physiologi­ 
cally and practically sound,” the 
authors concluded. 
Thy. elimination of nausea is suf 
ficient to make it worthwhile, not 
to mention the increase in pla.ver 
morale and efficency, they said.
